RESISTANCE CONTINUING 


VICHY, Thursday.—British forces, 
it is announced, - penetrated Diego 
Suarez early this afternoon. Talks 
have begun between the defenders of 
the port and the British Command. 
Resistance is continuing further south. 
British naval units, which had been 
lying off Diego Suarez, entered the 
port at 3.30 this afternoon. 

M. Jacques Doriot, French Fascist 
leader, in a speech at Bourges, said : 
There are British Colonies within 
our grasp, and British ships in the 
Mediterranean within renge of our 
guns. British territories, such as 
Gambia, Sierra Leone, Ashanti and 
Nigeria, are surrounded on the land 
side by parts of French West Africa 
still under our control.“ 


The Calais Radio linked Madagascar’ 


with ‘‘a coming German offensive in 
the East.“ 

Speculation is rife about the fate of 
the Comoro Islands, 375 miles west of 
Madagascar and Reunion, over 400 
miles to the east. The Japanese. paper, 
Nicht Nichi, said that it was. very 
probable that British and American 
forces would land on these islands, 
but there was no confirmation in 
London or Berlin reports that British 
forces had done so.—( Reuter.) 


MR. CHURCHILL ‘SAID— 


Mr. Churchill, telling the House of 
Commons of the British occupation of 
Madagascar, said that to prevent blood- 
shed as far as pessible a very strong 
force of all arms was employed and 
preparations. gere made extending over 
the last three months. These opera- 
tions, which were not without risks of 
various kinds, have been ‘carried. out 
with great dash and vigour.“ The 
French also fought with great gallantry 
and discipline. We grieve that blood- 
shed has occurred between troops of 
our two countries whose people at 
heart are united against. the common 
foe. We trust that the French nation 
will in time rome to regard this episode 
as a recognisable fact in the liberation 
of their country, including Alsace- 
Lorraine, from the German yoke.

HE story of the battle of 

Russian convoys, ght in 
storm - tossed Arctic waters between 
the British Navy and German war- 
ships, U-boats and planes, was 
told last night in an Admiralty 
communiqué. 

Two convoys were attacked—one 
homeward bound— after delivering its 
vital supplies to Russia; the other on 
its way with fresh consignments. Only 
one ship was lost from homecoming 
convoy, and cent, of the 
Russian-bound ships reached Fa . 

Over a period of several days the 
enemy made determined attempts, by 
light surface forces, by U-boats, and 
si aircraft, to prevent the safe passage 
of these convoys,’ says the British 
Admiralty communiqué. Although 
we suffered some loss as a result of 
these attacks, nearly the whole of the 
convoy bound for North Russia arrived 
safely at its destination, and only one 
ship was lost from the homeward- 
bound convoy. This ship was in 
ballast. a 

‘* Losses were also inflicted upon the 
enemy. 

On the afternoon of April 30 the 
cruiser, H. M. S. Edinburgh (Captain 
H. W. Faulkner, R.N.), was torpedoed 
by a U-boat and her steering-gear was 
disabled, but she was able to continue 
under her own power at reduced speed. 

“ On the following afternoon the 
homeward-bound convoy was attacked 
by three German destroyers. During 
that afternoon the German destroyers 
made five separate attempts to break 
through the convoy escort and destroy 
the convoy. In these attacks the 
enemy was assisted by heavy weather 
and low and patchy visibility. 

„All five- of these attacks were 
driven off by the convoy escort, but 
one ship of the convoy was sunk, Two 
ships of the convoy escort suffered a 
small number of casualties, of which 
seven were fatal. “ The next-of-kin of 
casualties are being informed. 

‘ “On the morning of May 2nd the 
damaged cruiser, fl. Ms. Edinburgh, 
and her escort of destroyers were 
attacked by three German destroyers 
in heavy weather and low visibility. 
H. M. S. Edinburgh was by this time in 
tow. The enemy was at once engaged 
by H.M.S. Edinburgh and our 
destroyers. i 


EDINBURGH SUNK 
One of the EA destroyers was 
sunk; another was hit and severely 
damaged. H. M. S. Edinburgh, however, 
was again hit by torpedo: She was 
abandoned, and later had to be sunk 
by our own forces, as towing was no 
longer practicable in the weather con- 
ditions prevailing. The next-of-kin of 
casualties in H. IS. Edinburgh ha ve 
been informed.

HIGHER PRICES 


An increase. in prices, the Minister 
insisted. could not. be avoided and 
neither could a lowering of the stan- 
dard of living. They could not have a 
system of price control which would 
have prevented an increase in prices. 
Their system of price control had been 
effective in the restriction of profits, 
but no method of control * leave

After outlining the Government’s 
efforts to avoid inflation and counteract 
hardship, Mr. LEMASS declared that 
there was nothing so remarkable in the 
political history of the country than 
the failure of the Labour Party to 
arouse widespread indignation against 
the stabilisation of wages.

This 
number includes 2.275 U.S. naval 
personnel, 1,570 U.S. Marines, 3,734 
soldiers, 1,280 scouts, 1,446 Philippine 
soldiers and 1,269 casuals, including 
civilians and persons unclassified# No 
communication has been received from 
the Philippines since early. on the 
morning of May 6. 

TOKYO, Thursday.—A report has 
been received that the Japanese unit 
which occunied Sabaugan, in Central 
Luzon, on Monday stormed and entered 
Bontok, a strategic town 80 kilometres 
north-east of Baguio, on Tuesday after- 
noon. Bontok, an industrial and com- 
munications centre. has a population 
of 15.000.—(Reuter.) 

LONDON, Thursday. — Washington 
to-night quoted a Japanese broadcast 
which stated that immediate surrender 
of the scattered troops still fighting 
on various islands in the Philippines 
was one of the terms of. capitulation. 
The demand was backed by a threat 
that otherwise bombardment of Corre- 
gidor would be resumed. The broad- 
cast added that General Wainwright, 
to avoid further bloodshed, had radioed 
his field commanders to lay down their 
arms.—(Reuter. )

OCCUPIED

aa reports state that Japanese 
troops have crossed the frontier 
into India from the Burmese town 
of Paletwa, about 85 miles north of 
Akyab. Yesterday the Japanese 


Lelaimed the capture of three air- 


fields near Akyab, the Bay of Bengal 
port. 

CALCUTTA, Thursday.—British 
troops in Burma are falling back 
through the province of Schwebo, 
from which runs the road into India. 
Bhamo and Myitkyina, in northern 
Burma, are now the only two main 
towns in Allied hands, but they are 
so remote as to be practically value- 
less. The main part of Burma is 
lost. 

A Tokyo dispatch reaching Berlin 
says that the main Japanese aim in 
Burma was practically reached when 
their vanguards entered Yunnan from 
the north-east, and other forces 
occupied the Akyab airfield, near the 
Indian frontier.—Reuter. 

NEW DELHI, Thursday. — The 
Japanese thrust up the Irrawaddy has 
been held north of Mandalay, accord- 
ing to Chungking reports. Advancing 
up the Chindwin river and up the 
north-east side of Burma, the Japanese 
are, however, still attempting to 
encircle British central Burma forces. 
Supplies of aircraft and munitions are 
arriving in China from America.— 
(Reuter. ) 


INDIA INVADED ? 

Paris Radio states that the Japanese 
have crossed the Indian frontier from 
Paletwa, and also that they have 
crossed the river Kaladan at several 
points and taken up positions in the 
‘elephant region,” about sixty miles

German wireless said that the 
Japanese north of Akyab, on the Bay 
of Bengal, had crossed the Burma - India 
frontier west of Plet wa, and were about 
624 miles from Chittagong.

FOOD ALLOWANCES 


When a suggestion was made in the 
Dail yesterday that unemployment 
assistance benefits should be increased, 
Mr, S. Lemass, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, stated that provision 
was being made in the current year 
for £400,000 to meet the cost of food 
vouchers, including £168,000 for 
vouchers to eligible recipients of un- 
employment asgistance. 

In addition, £200,000, he said, was 
being provided to meet the cost of 
we food allowances, which Boards 
of Assistance might grant to such 
necessitous persons as were approved 
by them, over and above the home 
assistance normally granted to them. 

These arrangements, he added, were 


an alternative to increasing the 
scheduled rates oí unemployment 
assistance.

it must depend largely on sea-borne 
supplies of many essential com. 
modities, and its lack of merchant 
shipping has made it dangerously 


dependent on outside help. For most 


practical purposes the people of 
Ireland to-day must depend in the 
first instance on themselves. The 


only source of supply of which they 
can be sure is the productive capacity 


of their own soil and the skilful 
industry of their own producers. If 
the war should continue for another 
year, Mr, de Valera’s standard of 
‘‘ frugal comfort will seem to have | 
been almost Utopian.

AN IRISHMAN’S DIARY 


Secondary Teachers 


‘Thousands of interesting things are 
crowded out of the newspapers in these 
days of drastically redu paper; but 
I am more than a little surprised to 
observe that no mention was made of a 
very interesting question asked by 
Deputy Hurley in Dail Eireann a wee 
or two ago. A copy of the question, 
and of the Minister for Education's 
answer, came into my hands yesterday. 
Here is the net effect: 

The total number of secondary 
teachers employed in the twenty-six 
counties at the end of January was 
3,179—of whom 1,205 were lay, 1,884 
religious. Out of this total 1, 7 were 
registered teachers, leaving 1,312 un- 
registered. And, of the unregistered 
teachers, 226 hold a university degree, 
while 195 hold the Higher Diploma in 
Education as well as a university 
degree, which means that out of the 
total of 5,179 teachers 891 hold neither 
of the generally accredited qualifica- 
tions. 

This business of unregistered teachers, 
I know, has long been a thorn in the 
side of the Secondary Teachers’. Agso- 
ciation, for reasons conn not 
merely with efficiency, but also. with its 
effect upon salary evels ; and I hear 
that the Minister has begun to take an 
interest in it.

He holds that, 
as with sacred stones and wells, we 
should look even further away in ‘time 
and space to Mediterranean origins, 
and regard the cult of trees as part of 
the nature worship connected with 
man’s first use of the Irish soil.

Russian campaign up to date. One is 
rather inclined to overlook the fact 
that it has lasted very nearly a year 
already—about equally divided between 
German offensive and Russian come- 
back.

The most recent speech of the 
Fuehrer should dispel any idea of 
decrying the achievement of the 
Russians. It is now quite clear that 
the situation of the Germans last 
winter was far more serious than could 
be diagnosed by any onleoker pos- 
sessing no inside information. It is 
obvious, of course, that the Germans 
still occupy Schlusselburg, Novgorod, 
Staraya Russa, and numerous equally 
important strategic centres further 
south. In view of this it is 
frequently overlooked that the Russians 
have recaptured such places ‘as 
Tikhvin, Bologoe, Kalinin, Yelnia, 
Kaluga, etc., which, in their 
own. way, were quite as important 
as those they have not retaken. More- 
over, the Russians have held most of 
their more important regains. For 
example, they have held the excep- 
tionally useful footing on the Kertch 
Peninsula—most valuable for any defen- 
sive operations in the South. 


MORALE 


It is a truism in military affairs that 
it is 9 difficult to start going 
again any offensive that has been 
brought to a tactical standstill.

FAMOUS PLAYER DEAD 


Harold Horsfall Hilton, one of the 
greatest amateur golfers in the history of 
the game. died at Westcote, Glos, after 
a long illness. aged 73. He was the last 
survivor of the famous Hoylake _ trium- 
virate—John Ball and Jack Graham were 
the others—who dominated amateur golf for 
a lone period of years.
